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Continuation of 13. Other: The arguments filed are not persuasive. Regarding the argument that Kito (JP 10082223) does not disclose 
that "the predetermined measure is released when the marker detector again detects the qualified person marker" One of ordinary skill in 
the art would appreciated that after the car is stopped the measures (stop of engine, head lights on, and horn on) are released when the 
qualified person holding the marker opposite the marker detector enters the vehicle again and starts the process all over again. Insert the 
ignition key, and the engine rpm is > 2,000, the timer is activated (S30), and codes match (S40) the measures (S50) are not 
engaged/release and normal vehicle operation is granted, since the codes do MATCH. Furthermore, figure 1 paragraph [0020] discloses 
that the Immobilizer ECU 16 renders operation of the vehicle only when the codes match, since ECU 16 has control of the predetermined 
measures, such measures (fuel injection, lights, and horn) are released because normal operation of the vehicle is granted since the 
codes match. The measure (fuel provided to the engine) is released when the codes match to thus provide a normal operation of the 
vehicle again. 
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
